


VIIth WORLD CONGRESS OPENS 

From July 31 - August 8, an 
estimated 3,000 people from as 
many as 60 nations will gather in 
Washington, D.C., at the Washington 
Hilton Hotel for the VIIth World 
Congress of the World Federation of 
the Deaf. Sponsored by the NAD with 
the assistance of a grant from 
the Rehabilitative Services Admin- 
istration, the World Congress is 
meeting in the United States for 
the first time in its 24-year 
history. 

The one-week program will address 
itself to the theme, "Full Citizen- 
ship For All Deaf People." In 
addition to business meetings, a 
comprehensive professional program 
will provide an international 
forum on arts and culture, social 
aspects, pedagogy, psychology, 
vocational rehabilitation, medicine 

and audiology, spiritual care and 
communications, as they relate to 
deafness. 3 

The 1975 Congress will be 
officially opened during a special 
ceremony in the International 
Ballroom of the Washington Hilton 
at 2 p.m. on August 3. Mr. Stanley 
Thomas, Assistant Secretary for 
Human Development, HEW, and Dr. 
Andrew Adams, Commissioner, Re- 
habilitative Services Administra- 
tion, will address the delegates. 


THE ROLE OF THE WFD 

The World Federation of the Deaf 
is an international organization | 
which has as its basic aim the 
promotion of the social rehabili- 
tation and growth of the deaf. 
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The Federation is also concerned 
with the medical aspects of hearing 
impairments and particularly with 
controlling diseases which may cause 
deafness. 

The activities of the World Federa- 
tion are conducted in cooperation 
with national and international 
organizations; and it maintains 
official relations with the United 
Nations, UNESCO, the World Health 
Organization and the International 
Labor Oganization. 

The World Federation of the Deaf 
has its headquarters in Rome and. 
was set up in 1951. A Congress is 
called every four years.
